Yea, the 
white race will itself emigrate from southern 
States to Africa, California, or Pol) nesia. soon- 
er than the African. Let us make up our minds, 
therefore, to put up with and make tho rnoet of 
the institution. Let u* not bother our brains 
about what Providence intends to do with our 
negroes in the distant future ; but glory in and 
profit to the utmost by what He Aas done for 
him in transplanting him here, nnd setting him 
to work on our plantation. Let the politicians 
and planter* of tbo South, while encouraging 
the "Baptists and Methodists," (and other de-
